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TRAINING THE HANDYMAN - 


N our leading‘ article published on February 6, we 
drew attention to Mr. G. D. H. Cole’s recent memoran- 
dum on “ Training and Recruitment for the Building 
Industry,” now under consideration by the Ministry of 
Works and Buildings. One of his most interesting 
proposals is the training of large numbers of “ handy- 
men” to assist in coping with the vast accumulation 
of small jobs that is expected when the war is over. 
“Tt is necessary,” writes Mr. Cole, “ to recognise that, 
in practice, a good deal of the work done both by very 
small working masters and by the workers they employ 
does not fall within any of the recognised categories of 
building labour. Both the small working master and 
his employees, working principally on repairs and 
decorations, have to be ‘Jacks of all trades,’ and 
pick up, in the course of their jobs, a dexterity in 
doing all kinds of work. They have to be, up to a 
point, painters, paperhangers, glaziers, plasterers, slaters, 
bricklayers, carpenters, plumbers, heating engineers— 
even within a limited range electricians ; and they do 
manage to do all these varied jobs with a certain degree 
of highly adaptable skill. In view of the large arrears 
of repair work which will have accumulated by the end 
of the war, men of this type will be in very great demand, 
unless there is a radical change in the organisation of 
the building industry. It has been estimated that for 
every year of war the demand for repair work, exclusive 
of war damage, is piling up at the rate of from 100,000 
to 150,000 man-years of normal intensity. This is on 
the assumption that the war has caused about half the 
normal repairs and decorations to be postponed. A 
three-years war would thus call for a year’s service on 
arrears of from 300,000 to 450,000 men, over and 
above the demand for another 200,000 to 300,000 who 
would be needed for current repairs. Even if this 
estimate is excessive, as some of the postponed repairs 
and decorations, may not be executed at all, there will 
be enough arrears to call for a large extension in the 
number of workers engaged in this type of work.” 
. To most people, even to-readers of this technical 
journal in their own homes, the handyman has often 
been a friend in need. There are many small repairs 
about the house that most builders and some architects 
can deal with themselves: the replacement of sash- 
cords, the insertion of fuses, the renewal of washers, 
possibly even the easing of doors and windows.. During 
the last two years, much amateur painting of external 
woodwork has been done, and some adventurous house- 
holders actually attempt to paper their walls and even 
to whitewash their ceilings, usually to the detriment of 
their clothes. One could continue this catalogue of 


minor domestic jobs which many of us undertake with 
such varying success, sometimes to save money, but 
often of late because it has been difficult to get them done 
by any other means. There is a limit, however, to this 
form of self-help : the adjustment of a flushing-system, 
the dismantling and scraping of a boiler, the clearing of 
a stopped drain, are tasks requiring more skill or more 
apparatus than most of us possess. For such emer- 
gencies the “ handyman,” whether officially recognised 
or not, has usually been called to the rescue ; and when 
an (at present) unknown number of war-years have 
resulted in the steady deterioration of all parts of our 
homes, we shall doubtless cry for his aid again. As a 
result of the recent registration, presumably officials at 
the Ministry know how many of his kind existed when 
their census was taken, though many coy practitioners , 
may have escaped the net. Mr. Cole wishes to regularise 
the handyman’s position and to recognise his status as a 
valuable member. of society. 

“The building industry has hitherto not recognised 
the ‘handyman’ in any way. His practice cuts right 
across Trade Union rules governing demarcation of 
trades ; and, partly as a consequence of this fact, this 
type of labour is almost unorganised. The industry 
can, of course, if it wishes, continue to turn its back 
on this problem ; but there would seem to be a strong 
case for deliberately training ‘handymen’ as well as 
craftsmen, and for endeavouring to raise the standards 
in this class of workas well as in general building. 
If the ‘ handyman ’ is, in fact, a tradesman, albeit of a 
different order, why should he not be recognised, so as 
to make definite provision for training workers of this 
type in technical institutions as well‘as on the job ? ” 

Hitherto he has picked up his miscellaneous knowledge 
casually and promiscuously ; but when it comes to 
training him in large numbers it will be necessary to 
define his intended range of practice, and then to 
prescribe g syllabus of instruction to cover it. 

“This training,” writes Mr. Cole, “ would need to be 
mainly on a part-time basis ; but I can see no reason 
why there should not be a definite system of training and 
apprenticeship for jobbing handymen as well as for the 
more specialised types of skilled workers. Such training 
would not, of course, imply any ‘ right ’ to a trade other 
than their own. It would mean recognising a new 
craft.” 

Mr. Cole, who is above the battle, or at any rate outside 
it, comes down on the side of the “handyman.” It 
will be interesting to see how his suggestions are received 
by the various component bodies forming the building 
industry. .

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** Historic London Under Fire.” 

Tus is the title of an exhibition 
arranged by the Society for the Pro- 
_tection of Ancient Buildings, the 
Ecclesiological Society, the  Art- 
Workers’ Guild, and‘ the London 
Society, and now on. view at the St. 
Martin’s School of Art, Charing Cross 
Road, W.C. Opened by Lord Esher 
last Monday, it consists of a large 
number of illustrations of buildings 
of architectural and historic interest 
in London, before and after war 


damage. It includes photographs, old 
prints. and original works by dis- 
tinguished contemporary artists. 


Apart from their intrinsic interest as 
topographical drawings and photo- 
graphs, the exhibits form a valuable 
record, and many are being preserved 
by Government and civic authorities 
who have kindly lent them for the 
purpose of the exhibition. The Minis- 
try of Information has co-operated in 
the arrangement and display of part 
of the collection. 

The exhibits include illustration of 
medizval churches, Wren churches, 
other churches of the 18th and 19th 
centuries, Halls of the City Coni- 
panies, the Inns of Court, collegiate 
and public buildings, squares, ter- 
races and private houses. 

The aim of the exhibition is not to 
lament over what has been lost, but 
to indicate.what can and should be 
done to save as much as possible of 
what remains of our architectural 
heritage. It is intended to direct 
public attention to the whole problem 
of war damage to ancient buildings 
and to advocate certain methods of 
first-aid treatment and subsequent 
repair. : 
Repair of Old Buildings. 

WirH small expenditure many build- 
ings can be stabilised for the time 
being. As it is impossible, once they 
have been demolished, to recreate 
these buildings, the policy at present 
should be to retain all the old work 
where possible, so that its relative 
value can be assessed when the time 
for reconstruction comes; then and 
then only will it be time to decide 
what, from a balanced consideration 
of the many points of view,. should 
be retained, ‘repaired, rebuilt or 
demolished. 

As to the future, the Societies urge 
the following considerations. Where 
a building and its parts owe most of 
their interest to the work of individual 
craftsmen, as in most medieval build- 
ings, reproduction is impossible; such 
an attempt is a travesty of history; 
where missing work has to be replaced 
with new, this should be subordinate 
to the old and frankly new. Where, 
however, a building has been con- 
structed from working drawings, as 
was the case in the last century and 
to some extent in the work of the 
later Renaissance, reproduction is 
permissible in certain cases. 

Amongst the many excellent draw- 
ings exhibited are those by Dennis 
Flanders. His drawings are accurate 
recordings, portrayed with much 
artistry and judgment. Other draw- 
ings shown are by Hanslip Fletcher, 
P. J. Westwood

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COLONIAL WILLIAMSBURG 


HOW AMERICANS HANDLE 
A RESTORATION 


A paper on this subject was read 
before the Royal Society of Arts on 
Wednesday, March 18, by Mr. ALFRED 
C. Bossom, F.R.I.B.A., M.P., His 
Excellency, Mr. A. J. Drexet Brppte, 
Jun., American Ambassador to the 
Allied Governments, presiding. 

The British Government, said Mr. 


Bossom, recently instituted a Ministry of - 


Works and Buildings with the object of 
making extensive preliminary plans for 
post-war reconstruction — reconstruction 
and development on a scale never before 
essayed ; and in that connection’ we of the 
Old World could turn with advantage to 
the New for guidance in our efforts. We 
could learn much, for example, from the 
restoration of Williamsburg. This was an 
educational and architectural adventure of 
the first magnitude. It started when Dr. 
W. A. R. Goodwin, Rector of Bruton 
Parish, Williamsburg, Virginia, realised 
that in its heyday Williamsburg had pre- 
sented a complete phase of American life, 
quite exceptional as an_ inspirational 
example to all freedom-loving people. He 
confided his ambition to that ever-en- 
couraging student of human progress, Mr. 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., who agreed to 
provide the funds, and Dr. Goodwin was 
instructed to purchase the necessary pro- 
perty, and to transfer it to a.‘‘ Manage- 
ment ’’ group which, from small begin- 
nings, grew to two corporations entrusted 
with the task of turning this altruistic 
conception into a solid reality. ** An 
examination of the past does, in fact, 
show that Williamsburg was the one place 
to enjoy a great Colonial tradition and, at 
the same time, share to the full with 
other centres 2 reputation for culture, and 
commercial and political interésts as well 
as having been, from 1699. to 1779, the

focus of Crown authority in the New 
World.” 

The lecturer then touched briefly on 
Williamsburg’s geographical and political 
background. In 1607 Captain John Smith, 
with 104 immigrants, landed at James- 
town, Virginia, and there established the 
first permanent English settlement in 
America. In 1633, they ‘“‘laid off and 
paled in”? Middle Plantation, midway 
between the James and York Rivers, mak- 
ing this their permanent headquarters, 
and there they built a palisaded outpost 
against Indian invasion. In 1699, in 
honour of William ITI of England, Middle

Plantation was renamed Williamsburg, 
and became the capital of Virginia—whic 
in those days included West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan and Wisconsin. “ During the 
next three-quarters of a century, Williams- 
burg became the political, cultural, re- 
ligious, social and economic centre of the 
largest and most densely populated 
English-American Colony. Here, in 1693, 
the College of William and Mary was 
founded and, except for Harvard, is to- 
day the oldest University in the United 
States. Here, in the streets during 
‘ Public . Times ’—similar to the conven-

ing of the Assembly or the sitting of the 
High Courts—one could have met such 
men as George Washington (then Chan- 
cellor of the College), Thomas Jefferson, 
James Monroe and John Tyler.” 


During its heyday Williamsburg had a 
population of 2,000 to 3,000. Britain had 
seven successive Governors there, but at 
the time of the Revolution, the capital of 
Virginia was. moved to Richmond, and 
Williamsburg then entered its period of 
decline. Nevertheless, from begmning to 
end, its ambit covered a complete and 
historic phase of American life with a 
background of such iimportance that all 
agreed that Mr. Rockefeller’s decision to 
restore it, with “ historical and educa- 
tional purpose’ as his objective, to its 
original eighteenth-century condition was 
more than justified. To succeed in this 
there had to be created the sense of 
another age, an authténtic view of how 
life was then lived with all its attendant 
attributes—the homes, public buildings, 
taverns, ordinaries, the “‘ locals ”’ of that 
day, all of the eighteenth century, and 
each complete with furniture and decora- 
tions and fitting into its appropriate 


place. 
““The whole result,’’ continued the 
lecturer, ‘‘ might easily have become 


theatrical but the scrupulous accuracy and 
care with which the work was carried 
through prevented this. Before actually 
starting, a careful review of suitable 
architects was made and, in 1927, Messrs. 
Perry, Shaw and Hepburn, of Boston, 
were selected. They made a detailed study 
of Williamsburg and also sent searchers to 
every important library in America for 
information. .. . As land was purchased 
it was discovered that a number of the 
houses in the town were still owned and 
inhabited by direct descendants -of the 
first settlers in Middle Plantation and 
those who had lived through, the days 
when Williamsburg was at its: zenith. 
The owners could not, of course, be perma- 
nently removed, but as the majority were 
in sympathy with its full restoration, 
their houses were bought for cash, the in- 
habitants ‘temporarily transferred and 
later reinstated and given a “‘ life tenure 

free from rent, tax, insurance and repairs. 
When acquisition of the property was 





complete it was found that some 572 un- 
suitable modern buildings had- been built 
since the great days. These were torn 
déwn, but 19 modern structures too good 
to destroy were removed and set up out- 
side the area. Seventy-seven Colonial 
buildings have been restored, or rather 
extensively repaired, and 188 have been 
totally reconstructed upon the old founda- 
tions. In addition, two blocks of business 
buildings in harmonious Colonial style, 
containing 33 shops, have also been built. 
During this reconstruction modern con- 
veniences of America’s twentieth century 
have, of course, been introduced, but 
electric power and telephone lines within 
the ‘‘ Restoration ’’ area have been put 
underground. The streets have been 
covered with a surface resembling the old 
dirt roads, and have been lined with 
hitching posts and rails, horse-troughs and 
mounting blocks, Colonial period lamp- 
posts and, indeed, the picture is well to- 


wards completely portraying the elusive © 


atmosphere of that fascinating time.”

The entire reconstruction of a town in 
a particular period had never been tried 
before, so, to help them, the architects 
formed an Advisory Panel whose members 
visited the town regularly and allowed no 
detail to pass without approval. As a 
“‘ plumb line-” by which to decide they 
drew up a “ Restoration Decalogue”’ to 
which they rigidly adhered :— 


1. That all buildings or parts of Buildings in 
which the Colonial tradition persists should 
be retained irrespective of their actual date; 

2. That where, such tradition persists, great 
discretion should .be exercised before any 
destruction ; 

3. That within the ‘ Restoration Area” all 
work not Colonial or Classical should be de- 
molished or removed ; 

4. That old buildings outside the ‘“ Restora- 
tion Area” be left and, if possible, preserved 
on their original sites ; 

5. That no surviving old. work should be re- 
built for ‘structural reasons if any reasonable 
additional trouble and expense would suffice 
to preserve it; 

_6. That the architects bear in mind the dis- 
tinction between preservation by ordinary re- 
pair and restoration where the object is _re- 
covery of the old. form by new work, also that 
the largest practical number of buildings’ be 
preserved rather than restored; 

7. It was noted that such preservation and 
restoration goes at a slower pace than ordi- 
nary modern construction ; 

8. In restoration the use of old materials and 
details, properly marked, is commendable when 
they can be obtained; 

9. That in the securing of old materials there 
should be no demolition or removal of. build- 
ings which have a reasonable prospect of re- 
maining on their original sites; and 

10. Where new materials have to be used, 
they should approximate to the old as closely 
as possible, but no attempt should be made to 
* antique ” them by theatrical means. 

One of the most interesting records 
found was the ‘“‘ Frenchman’s Map,”’ made 
in 1781-2. This was probably the work 
of an engineer in the Comte de Rocham- 
beau’s Army, and it showed every build- 
ing existing at that date. This and other 
records showed that the town had been 
laid out on a gridiron plan, its main 
central thoroughfare being named by the 
then Royal Governor, Francis Nicholson, 
after the Duke of Gloucester. This street 
was about a mile long and 99 ft. wide, 
with building lines set back about 6 ft. 
The west was blocked by the William and 
Mary College, now known as the Wren 
Buildifigs, and the east end by the 
‘*Capitol,’’ then the largest building in 
the Colonies, and, incidentally, the first 
time the title ‘‘ Capitol ‘‘ was used in 
America. The first Professor of Mathema- 
tics at, Williamsburg, Hugh Jones, in 1722, 
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wrote : ‘‘ The College Building is beautiful 
and commodious, being first modelled by 
Sir Christopher Wren adapted to the 
nature of the country by gentlemen there 
. . . and is not unlike Chelsea Hospital.” 
Of the ‘“ Capitol,’’ in 1724, he wrote: 
‘* The best and ‘most commodious pile of 
its kind I have ever seen or heard of.’’ 
Miss Mary Goodwin, when delving in 
the Bodleian Library at Oxford, dis- 
eovered a unique copper plate made 
between 1723-1747 which gave, in the 
accurately measured manner of. the 


eighteenth century engravers, fairly com- . 


plete views of the three principal build- 


ings of Williamsburg, the Capitol, the . 


College and the Palace. Within an hour 
of the first strike-off from the plate a 
photo’ reproduction was radioed across the 
Atlantic and -was in the architects’ 
draughting-room. . This discovery pre- 
vented an erroneous treatment of the west 
side of the Wren Building. Thus science 
‘came to Williamsburg’s aid that day. 


The early builders, while adapting 
English models to Virginian conditions 
and tastes, created sometiling distinctly 
American. The architecture, though 
simple, showed the opulent culture of 
those plantation gentry who had caught 
the ease and comfort of: graceful living 
and who had built themselves homes in 
Williamsburg for convenience during 
‘‘Public Time.” Then dancing, plays, 
cock-fighting, horse-racing, political cabals 
and personal intrigue were the rage. The 
planters were rich and wanted their homes 
to equal those being erected in England, 
where’ Wren’s artistry was placing its 
stamp upon everything. Exiles from the 
Netherlands now domiciled in the States 
introduced some of their own national 
architectural mannerisms. 


The Building Methods. 


The greater part of the town was built 
of logal burnt bricks or of wood. The 
bricks were large, durable, fairly impervi- 
ous, and of a salmon yellow-red colour. 
Where replacements were required in the 
restoration and old bricks were not avail- 
able, new ones similar to the originals 
were burnt. It took a year to discover the 
secret of how the blue-green glazed 
headers were made; the result ‘was due 
to hard wood being used for fuel in the 
kiln. The brickwork was laid in either 
English or Flemish bond with common or 
‘* promiscuous ”’ bond in the backing, and 
the mortar was similar to that normally 
used in the Tidewater brickwork of the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. At 
the end of the seventeenth century this 
was harder than that employed later, and 
was made with crushed oyster shells, etc. 
During the restoration a slight modifica- 
tion was made, and 10 shovels of oyster 
lime with 10 shovels of sand, eight of 
white cement and one of superfine lime 
were used. This gave the same appear- 
ance, but would resist the elements longer. 


* The area of Williamsburg,’’ concluded 
the lecturer, “is now a National Pre- 
serve, and as such will be treasured by the 
entire nation. Here, again, this small 
Virginian town has set us an example we 
might well follow. by forming more 
National Parks or National Preserves here 
in Britain.

Sm,—I have read with interest the pro- 
gress reports of the R.I.B.A. Reconstruc-

made by the R.I.B.A. do not take into 
consideration the voice of architects who 
are not members of the Institute, who are 
in far greater number than the members 
of your respected Institute. 

I think that before such plans can be 
laid down it would be in the interests of 
the nation that there should be unification 
in the profession, when the profession’s 
status can have a much higher standing 
with the public in general. I am certain 
that there are a large number of sane, 
level-headed, experienced architects who, 
not being ‘‘ gentlemen architects”’ of the 
Institute, have no voice at all—is that 
fdir? I am sure you will conscientiously 
agree it is not. I, personally, have the 
greatest respect for the Institute, but I 
can only say of it that it is doing a dis- 
service to the community by not having a 
united voice in the replanning of the 
nation’s homes after the war. This will 
only lead to the hopeless muddle that was 
in being before this war. 

Mr. Howard Robertson, in his speech, 
said that the object of the Policy Com- 
mittee -was to bring architects and the 
people closer together—which architects? 
Members of the R.I.B.A.? 

Mr. W. R. Davidge reported that the 
team for ‘post-war reconstruction must 
include architects and representatives of 
every other profession—who? Chartered 
architects and members of other chartered 
professional bodies ? 

Mr. T. A. Darcy Braddell stated .that 
he wanted to see how the professional 
status of architects could be raised—for 
whom? Members of the R.I.B.A.? I 
agree with his comments on the matter of 
the Town ‘and Country Planning Act. 
Such chaos would not have come about 
had there been.a strong unification of the 
profession. ad 
eT really think that now is the time when 
this unification is of vital importance to 
the nation, and until this is achieved it 
will be the same old story over again, and 
no one will be more to blame than the 
respected senior body of architects who,

sible for ribbon development. 
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under some misapprehension, think they 
speak for the profession as a whole.” Do not 
let the Council run away with this idea, 
as I am very much afraid that these con- 
flicting ideas will, when the time comes— 
perhaps some time after the war—cause 
embarrassment to the architectural profes- 
sion as a whole.

the goal we are after. 

I am not a professional agitator, nor 
have I any particular political leanings, 
but I feel sure that it is the duty of the 
senior body of architects to do something 
about it, ‘“‘and go to it.”

** The Speculative Builder.” © 


To tHE Epritor or The Builder. 

Srr,—I have read the letter of the 
Technical Director of the National 
House-Builders’ Registration Council 
in your last issue with much interest, 
but I am not, I am afraid, fully con- 
vinced that my criticisms were un- 
founded. 

As regards site planning, there 
appears to have been some misunder- 
standing. Possibly I expressed my- 
self. badly, but I did not mean that 
the speculative builders were respon- 
~The 
criticism in this instance was of local 
authorities. With regard to my other 
criticisms, however, these were de- 
finitely of the builders and here, as I 
say, I am not.convinced that I was 
unfair. 

_ As concerns architectural design, it 
is simply not correct to say that the 
public gets what it wants. Except 
for expensive houses, costing £2,000 
and upwards, which constitute a very 
small part of the houses built and will 
probably be still smaller in the future, 
the public has no choice. If the poten- 
tial owner of a £3,000 or £4,000 house 
insists on having a part-Tudor, part- 
medieval elevation with a Queen 
Anne doorway, nothing can be done 
unless some overriding authority, 
such as I suggest, tells him that he 
will not be allowed to ‘erect an eye- 
sore merely because he has abomin- 
able taste. With regard ta the great 
bulk of .houses, which, I should 


’ imagine, average not more than £800, 


and are sold on long mortgage terms 
to people who must live, more or less, 
within a certain area, the purchasers 
have little or no choice. If they dis- 
like the design, what can they do? 
Even if they have a certain choice of 
district to live in, the designs are. ali 
more or less of a muchness. It is 
only the wealthy who can cal] the 
tune, not those who purchase a mass- 
produced article, especially when it is 
a necessity. 
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Some of these designs may. have 
been produced by so-called architects. 
It is common knowledge that the .um- 
brella of compulsory registration of 
architects has covered many incom- 
petents, but why should they be 
allowed to continue producing the 
banal and ugly? It is not much use 
putting the responsibility on the 
Board of Education, ete. Education 
in aesthetics must always come from 
above and has always done so. In 
the past control was not so much re- 
quired, because building was mostly 
in the hands. of the educated clazs,- 
and the smaller building was carried 
out by local craftsmen in accordance 
with traditional ideas and with local 
materials. 

To-day. the position is very differ- 
ent. Any so-called architect working 
for a speculative builder can impose 
a bad imitation of an architectural 
style, or more than one, in, the same 
house or rows of houses. 

Az regards workmanship, I can only 
say that as a matter of interest I have 
been round many housing estates, and 
the.type of work done would not have 
passed any architect with whom I 
have been in the habit of working. 
Piecework—and the majority of houses 
are built piecework—is nearly always 
hurried and scamped. Pieceworkers 
are hardly ever suitable for. employ- 
ment on contract work because they 
have got into bad habits of which it 
is impossible to break them. 

The remarks. about racketeers. seem 
to me to be beside the point. I 
thought that a racketeer was a man 
who made large profits by carrying on 
an illegal business, and that the pro- 
fits were large simply because it was 
illegal. Building is not an illegal 
occupation, and the Jerry Builder was 
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with us long~ before the word 
“ racketeer”’ was thought of. We 
shall not eradicate him by giving him 
a new name. If he is not eradicated, 


.by ordinary economic laws the better 


class of speculative builders must come 
down to his level or go out of busi- 
ness, since he will undersell them. 
This is agreed apparently with regard 
to contract work. It is equally true 
with regard to speculative work. 

Surely the problem is simple. .How 
are we going to ensure that in the 
future houses will be built to‘a reason- 
ably good design and in a substantial 
manner? I have suggested that these 
two aims can be obtained only— 

1. By the designing being in the 
hands of competent-men who will not 
be employees of the builder, and so 
independent. } 

2. By proper specifications and, 
more important still, a competent 
authority to see that they are kept to. 

How can these two ends be obtained 
without some measure:of public con- 
trol ? 

As regards houses built by public 
authorities, I-can only say from ex- 
perience in tendering for them that 
they do appear to be so expensive 
even allowing for the on-costs which 
have to be added, and as regards 
the two desiderata mentioned above, 
they are- certainly -superior to the 
ordinary. speculatively built house. 
I was not suggesting, however, that 
the private speculative builder should 
be done away with, but only that his 
activities should be controlled: in the 
public interest—a very different mat- 
ter. Large numbers of trades are sub- 
ject to public control in some way or 
other, but this does not prevent them 


‘from functioning perfectly success- 


fully. F.1.0.B. 
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Wages and Hours: Existing Confusion. 
To tHe Eprtor or The Builder. 

Str,—The General Secretary of the 
N.F.B.T.O. agrees that “the position is 
admittedly confusing; but not so bad’’; 
this reply does no more than skirt 
the edge of the problems, and attempts 
to sweep them aside. There would 
appear to be little advantage in enter- 
ing into an argument by correspond- 
ence, for Mr. Coppock must be fully 
aware of conditions, but I would like 
to remark on his letter as follows :— 


It is agreed that the purpose of the 
Uniformity Agreement is to unify rates. 
and conditions, but has it sueceeded? The 
fact that there are three agreements in 
force would surely defeat, unification. The 
advent of the E.W.O. added to the con- 
fusion, and although it does not affect 
rates‘ and general conditions, it does cut 
across ordinary agreements ‘and the Uni- 
formity Agreement. for . guarantee, .. pay- 
ment by results; and working hours. As 
the E.W.O. is a statutory Order and thus 
has the force of law, it surely must super- 
sede other agreements where they. conflict. 

Overtime’ on Uniformity Agreement 
jobs is paid after 8} hours daily; this is 
quite different from paying after 47 hours. 

Add. the fact that in some places the 
summer working time in building is 44 
hours a week to the hours mentioned in 
paragraph 3 of Mr. ‘Coppock’s letter, and 
then list winter working hours; the result. 
is an‘ interesting example of ‘“‘ uni- 


_ formity.”’ 


All work is not contained in large con- 
tracts such as aerodromes:or ordnance 
factories, and there are hundreds, if not 
thousands, of small contracts untouched 
by the Uniformity Agreement or E.W.O. 

The payment of travelling time as well 
as the guaranteed payment in _ practice 
puts a penis on daily travelling. - It 
would be possible for an operative .to

NEW POLICE HEADQUARTERS. 
MR. C. G. STILLMAN, F.R.I.B.A., ARCHITECT. 


,Srre: THe SITE IS A CORNER ONE PREVIOUSLY 
occupied by the old police station, which building was 
proving quite inadequate for the present-day needs 
of the police. The main frontage is on Union-place 
and the shorter frontage on High-street, from which 
entrance was obtained to the old police station. This 
old building was scheduled for removal, but owing to 
the outbreak of war this original intention has not 
been carried out. The area which it occupies will 
ultimately be used for future police quarters. The 
new building, which is at the west end of the site and 
fronting on to Union-place, is planned to provide 
accommodation for a new court, police headquarters 
and police decontamination unit. 

Porice Courr: The police court itself is of the 
exact dimensions of the existing court in the Town 
Hall, and is surrounded by Magistrates’ room and 
lavatories, female witnesses’ room and lavatories, 
and solicitors’ room. Ali these rooms are at ground 
floor level. The court itself is provided with ample 
natural lighting which relieves it of the heavy and 
somewhat dark atmosphere generally associated with 
rooms of this description. It has a coffered ceiling 
consisting of @ series of square coffered roof lights 
made up of small lenses, each about 10 in. by 10 in. 
square, whilst facing on to an internal courtyard are 
three well proportioned windows giving a degree of 
natural ventilation to the room if required. The 
air in the court itself is purified and conditioned by 
an air-conditioning plant. The whole of the court 
furniture is in oak which, with the oak panel dado, 
was removed from the original court, designed by 
Mr, C. Cowles-Voysey, F.R,I.B.A, The walls are 


panelled to a height of about 4 ft. with a similar 
material. Above the panelling acoustic plaster has 
been used. 

On the first floor, over the magistrates’ room and 
the entrance, there is a juvenile court, together with 
a separate office for the probation officer. The dock 
in the court is so planned that prisoners can be 
brought direct from the cell corridor which is situated 
in the basement of the police station proper. 

Potice HeapquartTers: Although planned with 
the court to form one complete building, the police 
headquarters has its own main entrance for the 
public, off Union-place, whilst the police entrance is 
at the rear of the building, off the police yard. 
There is also a corridor between the police station 
and the court building. The following accommoda- 
tion is provided in the basement, viz. : cells for male 
prisoners, the heating chamber and plant room for 
the ventilating plant. 

At ground-floor level one enters, via the public 
entrance, into a lobby, thence into an inquiry space 
with oak-topped counter, with a waiting room con- 
veniently near. Off the inquiry room is the telephone 
room, and off the main corridor serving the policé 
station there are a large parade room, records room, 
charge room, police cloakroom and lavatories, whilst 
at the back is a matron’s room and two cells for 
fernale prisoners. 

The first floor of the police station is planned to 
give the following accommodation :—Superintendent’s 
office, general office, inspectors’ office, C.I.D. room 
with a dark-room off fitted with sinks for developing 
photographs, writing room, and a large recreation 
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room with a scullery adjoining. The comfort of the 
police is well catered for by a well-equipped scullery 
with a service hatchway direct to the recreation 
room, which has been built to take a full-size billiard 
table. The internal finishings of the police station are 
pleasing and simple. All the woodwork has been 
painted a pale grey-blue, whilst the walls throughout 
are distempered a cream colour. The whole atmos- 
phere is one of lightness and practical utility. 


PoticE DECONTAMINATION Unit: Access to the 
police decontamination unit is obtained directly 
off the police yard at the rear of the building, and 
comprises an undressing room, washing room fitted 
up with showers, and a dressing room, from which 
personnel can either return into the station proper, 
or to the open air via the police entrance porch. Over 
this decontamination block is a large protective 
clothing store, fitted up with racks for protective 
clothing, gas masks, etc. So that these suits can be 
quickly supplied to the dressing room, there is a hatch 
in the floor with a cat-ladder down to the dressing 
room. z 

The large protective clothing store, which is fitted 
up with racks for police A.R.P. clothing, is so designed 
that when its present war-time use has been discon- 
tinued the floor area so occupied can be converted 
into an extension of the police office accommodation. 
At the rear of the police station is a large garage 
and one small lock-up garage facing the police yard. 
A car park is provided in the front of the court 
entrance for magistrates and the public attending 
the court; a separate car park is planned at the 
rear of the building for police pérsonnel: 

Construction : External walls—15} in. hollow walls 
with 9 in. inner thickness as bearing for reinforced 
concrete floors. Internal walls—mainly 9 in. common 
birck. Floors—aAll floors are of reinforced concrete. 
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VIEW IN COURT ROOM. 


Roofs—Roof over front portion facing Union-place 
constructed with steel roof trusses, timber rafters, 
covered with boarding, felt, battens, counter battens 
and hand-made sand-faced roofing tiles. The flat 
roofs are of reinforced concrete finished with natural 
rock asphalt and covered with 2 in, of beach ballast as 
insulation. 

Frnisuines : The floors generally are finished with - 
basket-pattern ‘‘ Granwood,” with the exception of 
the court and police decontamination unit, the 
court floor being covered with ‘‘ Korkoid.” The 
decontamination unit floors are finished with ordinary 
granolithic. The walls are plastered and distempered, 
but above dado level in the court room they are 
finished with acoustic plaster ; the ceiling of the latter 
being finished with a similar material. Externally 
the walls are faced with hand-made sand-faced multi- 
coloured bricks with a flush mortar joint. The court 
and public entrances have simple stone surrounds, 
carried out in cast Bath stone. The free space in 
front of the building and between it and the road is 
laid out in grass with a simple cast stone moulded 
curb, 3 in. high, dividing the lawn from the public 
footpath. , 

The general contractors were Messrs. Chapman, Lowry 
& Puttick, Ltd., Grayshott, Hindhead, Surrey. The 
clerk of works was Mr. G. Awcock, and general foreman, 
Mr. H. Wild. The quantity surveyors were Messrs. 
Fagg & Grover, and the contract price was £17,939.

NEW 
POLICE HEADQUARTERS. 
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THE TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


INAUGURAL MEETING OF IRISH BRANCH 


Tue inaugural meeting of the Irish branch of the Town 
Planning Institute was held in the R.I.A:I. Rooms, Dublin, 
on February 26, when Mr. Mannino Rosertson, F.R.I.B.A., 
M.R.I.A.I., M.T.P.I., the Chairman, delivered the inaugural 
address. 

After giving a short account of how the branch came into 
being, the CHarrman turned to the subject of World 
Planning. “ The problem of reconstruction after the war,” 
he said, “‘ involves finding the means whereby society can be 
reorganised. It is neither to be hoped nor expected that we 
shall simply ‘ go back to 1939.’ The inter-war period of 1918-39 
was one of ever-increasing chaos and uncertainty, and this 
is not a state of affairs to which any of us would wish to 
return. It is true that a great deal of constructive work 
was done during the inter-war period, hut it was carried 
out under extreme difficulties. The first great war had 
taught us a lot, but not, unfortunately, nearly enough to 
enable us to throw off a hampering load of suspicion, debts, 
financial muddle; and, above all, it left as a legacy a well- 
justified sense of continual fear. This prevented any feeling 
of confidence which is a necessity to prosperity. 

“IT am not, of course, speaking of this country in par- 
ticular, nor even particularly of Europe, but of the whole 
world. ... It is an axiom in town planning that you can- 
not successfully plan a town unless you can also plan its 
surroundings. Again, so much depends upon outside factors 
in transport, raw materials, commerce, etc., that the town 
should be planned with an eye to its being part of the 
whole country. The same arguments apply to the country 
itself, which is in many ways dependent upon other coun- 
tries. Thus we are brought up against that need for world 
planning after the war, which is already being considered 
by those in authority. 


Passive Defence. 

“We can safely say that ‘ passive defence ’ will be to the 
forefront in every well-conceived city plan of the future. 
The next war may be a hundred years away, but it is our 
actions now which may dictate the casualty lists for our 
descendants. This puts a solemn obligation upon us to 
plan for their future safety. If this meant that our towns 
would be perpetually unsuited as dwelling-places in peace 
time, this provision against hypothetical future wars might 
be resisted, but we as planners know that the town which 
is well laid out for passive defence is also sound for peace- 
time purposes. For years we have been preaching against 
congestion in city centres; we have called for central open 
spaces, children’s playgrounds, public gardens, car-parks, 
and the like. Nobody would listen to us because artificial, 
and mainly fictitious, land values made congestion appear 
to ‘pay.’ War dangers have opened people’s eyes to the 
folly of overcrowding. 


A National Plan. 

“Seeing the importance of agriculture as our great 
industry, it is extraordinary that we should continue to 
allow country people to depopulate the country and pour 
into our already overcrowded cities. We do not allow people 
‘into overcrowded busés; why should we treat our cities 
differently? ... 
to see to these things; there is no kind of centralised 
control, such as should be in force under a national plan.” 

After briefly reviewing the planning position in Britain, 
the speaker dealt with planning in Eire, and drew attention 
to a difficulty, in the light of experience, inherent in the 
Amending Act of 1939 itself. “It lies,” he said, “in 
Section 9, which gives powers to the responsible authority 
to insert a provision in relation to any particular provision 
of the scheme giving a total or partial exemption to that 
particular provision. The giving of this consent is so much 
hedged around with obligations in the way of publication 
and getting consent from the Minister that it would seem 
to be designed to meet cases of oversight rather than the 
ordinary routine of planning work.” In taking precautions 
against wire-pulling there was risk of entanglement in a 


The trouble is that it is nobody’s business * 


procedure so cumbersome as to be unworkable in practice 
A further point which required attention was that, under 
Eire Acts, a planning authority could not revoke or amend 
a special permission when once it had been granted. In 
cases where a special permission might have heen given— 
for example, five years ago—but had never been acted upon, 
it was very likely that conditions would have changed. A 
planning authority might then find its hands tied by a past 
permission which had never been acted upon, and an excel- 
lent new scheme might be impossible of execution because 
of it. 


Benefits to the Public. 

“Town Planning cannot be a real success,” declared the 
Chairman, “ unless it has the force of public opinion behind 
it, and the individual will not help if he has the idea that 
the principal effect of planning is to hinder him in his 
schemes—even though the hindrances may be.for the good 
of the public at large. We ought to stress the benefits 
which the individual member of the public gains under 
planning control.” 

Speaking on floating values, Mr. Robertson said that in 
every city there was available for building enormously more 
land than would actually be used for building within 
measurable time. A certain amount of building would take 
place, but nobody as yet knew where that would be. If 
any of the land was required for public purposes it had to 
be paid for by the public at.the separate ownership rate. 
It was as if sweepstake tickets had to be paid for on the 
assumption that each ticket was a certain prize-winner and 
was therefore as valuable as the prize. 

** One obvious way of getting over this difficulty would 
be to adopt the principle which has been accepted by the 
British Government in connection with the acquisition of 
mining royalties. We could ascertain the total value of 
the building land and divide this pro rata among the units 
of ownership which make up that total. Each unit would 
thus get its fair share of the total value. This would remove 
the speculative element which works violently against the 
public interest, because under the present arrangement each 
owner has to be compensated as though his speculation had 
come off... . Another solution of these difficulties is pro- 
posed in a memorandum prepared by the Emergency Com- 
mittee of the Council of the Town Planning Institute, 
which considers the idea of compulsory pooling (as outlined 
above) too complicated. The Committee advocates the 


* wholesale purchase of areas by planning authorities, the 


purchase price being payable in Government bonds, all 
valuations being made by one authority on uniform prin- 
ciples. At first sight it may appear fantastic to suggest 
that the public, through the State and local authority, 
should purchase a whole city. This is largely because we 
visualise the value of the whole area as though it were the 
sum of the value of the individual ownerships as ordinarily 
calculated. We have seen that the floating value fictitiously 
increases the value of any particular value of land which 
is under examination simply because it is under examina- 
tion. The effect of this is so enormous that the whole city 
might be given a fictitious value many times higher than 
its true value, if calculations were based on adding up indi- 
vidual site values calculated in the ordinary way and on 
the unjustified assumption that each site could be put to 
its most profitable use. Different areas in a city should be 
planned for different purposes—some will be industrial, 
some residential, and some will be required for open spaces. 
The ownership of a whole town by the local authority is no 
new idea; it has been put into practice long since at Letch- 
worth and Welwyn, and it is under discussion at the present 
time on a large scale in England. A repetition of the 1666 
disaster is inevitable unless the principle is put into effect 
in the City of London.” 


Finance. 

‘* Tt is all to the good that we should sometimes examine 
our acceptances and see whether they withstand impartial 
analysis, and we must not mind if some startling queries 
occur to us. One such acceptance is that if A lends B £100 
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at 5 per cent. compound interest in 1842, and no interest is 
paid by B, then B’s son will owe A’s son £13,150 in 1942. I 
make no comment on this except to wonder at it, and it 
may be asked how it affects us as planners. The principle 
affects us a great deal, because if a man collects a hundred 
pounds in newly created head rents in, say, 1892, he will 
have collected £5,000 by 1942 and still own his original £100 
It seems to me that land transactions should 
have had a statutory limit, let us say 50 years. This would 
have meant that.a head rent of £100 (representing £2,000 
capital) created in’ 1892 would expire automatically in 1942. 
A sinking fund of under £10 set aside annually would, at 
5 per cent. compound interest, extinguish the whole £2,000 
capital in fifty years. Our financial methods are those of 
men sweeping a layer of sand in front of them along a road 
instead of clearing the sand by sOme regular process into 
the sides. The heap in front of them continually increases 
until they can push it no further, when they have to jump 
over the heap and start afresh. This is the way our finance 


head rent. 
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works; it is only workable through constant liquidations, 
bankruptcies, writings down, capital depreciation, and 
failure to pay interest, which represent jumping over the 


**We planners make no claim to be competent to deal 
with these matters, but they affect us very seriously in our 
work when, for example, a local authority wishes to acquire 
land and has to meet all kinds of financial obligations that 
should have been paid off and forgotten about years ago. 
These questions will have to be dealt with in the process 
of reconstruction.” 

The vote of thanks was proposed by ALperman E. Benson, 
T.D., Chairman of the Dublin Corporation Town Planning 
Committee, seconded by Mr. Louts Grron, President of the 
Royal Institute of the Architects of Ireland, and supported 
by Mr. J. F. Mrey, Legal Adviser to the Department of 
Local Government and Public Health, and Mr, C. J. 
Duntop, Chairman of the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution 








IN PARLIAMENT 


Building Laws. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works and 
Buildings whether, in connection with 
post-war planning, he would compel all 
bodies or authorities now exempt from 
control by building laws, Town Planning 
Acts, etc., to conform, in the future, to 
the regulations applying to the re- 
mainder of the nation. 

Mr. Hicks said that the Town and 
Country Planning Acts conferred no 
general exemption on any body or 
authority, and the provisions of a plan- 
ning scheme were enforceable notwith- 
standing exemptions under other enact- 
ments. The Crown was exempt from the 
provisions of these statutes; but the 
Minister considered that such exemption 
was unlikely in practice to lead to diffi- 
culty in future. 


Essential Work Order. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works and 
Buildings whether he had any informa- 
tion as to the effect the Essential Work 
Order had had upon the output of build- 
ing trade operatives. 

Mr. Hicks said that the operation of 
the Essential Work Order, including the 
application of payment by results, had 
resulted in substantial increases in out- 
put and had enabled more rapid progress 
to be made on the main Government 
building works. Of this there was ample 
evidence from a large number of con- 
tracts. 

Mr. Bossom asked why the provisions 
of the Essential Work Order were not 
applied to all those building trades opera- 
tives still employed on clearing bombed 
sites which had already been made safe 
and contained no valuable salvage to en- 
able them to be sent to those building 
operations imperatively needed for the 
war effort. f 

Mr. Hicks: The application of. the 
Essential Work (Building and Civil 
Engineering) Order to the sites referred 
to is unnecessary and inappropriate for 
the purpose which I assume my hon. 
friend has in mind, since adequate steps 
can be taken outside the provisions of 
that Order by my Department, in co- 
operation with the Ministry of Labour 
and National Service to secure that build- 
ing labour is used to the best purpose 
in the war effort. The policy in regard 
to clearance of bombed sites is a matter 
for the Minister of Home Security. 


Labour on: Ccntract Work. 
Mr. Bossom asked the Parliamentary 


Secretary to the Ministry of Works and. 


Buildings whether his Ministry had com- 
piled any data or caused to be made an 
estimate of the total number of building 
trade operatives now occupied upon 
essential war contracts; and how many 
additional operatives, skilled and un- 
skilled, were required to enable all this 


work to be carried forward so that it 
would be completed on time. 


Mr. Hicks: Yes, sir. The Ministry of 
Works and Buildings obtains each month 
from all the contracting Departments 
particulars of the numbers employed on 
contracts which they carry out or spon- 
sor. It is estimated that the labour force 
now employed on these works is 
sufficient to complete during the 1942 
building season the great majority of the 
works now in hand. 


Board of Trade Operatives. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works and 
Buildings whether his Ministry had 
caused to be taken a reasonably complete 
census of the existing building trade 
employers and also of building trade 
operatives, both skilled and unskilled, 
now in the building industry. 

Mr. Hicks: Yes, sir. All persons 
carrying on building and civil engineer- 
ing contracting undertakings were regis- 
tered on October 1 last, and a return of 
operatives both skilled and unskilled 
employed in these undertakings was 
obtained last month. The results are 
now being tabulated and classified. 


Delay in Construction. 

Mr. A. Epwarps asked the Parliament- 
ary Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
and Buildings if he was aware that there 
was serious delay in the erection of many 
buildings for Government Departments; 
and if, in view of the seed, eee that 
the Ministry was overloaded, he would 
consider the former practice of each 
Department being responsible for its own 
building programme. 

Mr. Hicks said that undoubtedly 
delays arose at the present time on all 
types of constructional works owing to 
the effect of war conditions on the supply 
of labour, materials and transport, and 
also as a result of changes in design. 
This applied to the works of all Depart- 
ments and not to those of the Ministry 
of Works alone. He was not aware that 
there was any feeling that his Depart- 
ment was overloaded, and, in fact, it 
had, during the past year, carried out, 
at a greater speed than ag beg a 
much larger volume of work than it had 
ever undertaken before. 


Plans for New Buildings. 

Mr. Srumonps asked the Minister of 
Health if he was aware that local autho- 
rities were receiving for approval. plans 
of new buildings, notwithstanding that 
construction was not permitted during 
the war; that such approvals would 
normally be valid for the next three 
ears and that these plans were being 
odged in order to defeat such decisions 
as Parliament might make with regard 
to future planning; and what steps he 
had taken to safeguard the public 
interest. 

Mr. E. Brown said he was aware that 
applications were sometimes made for 
permission for development for which 
the applicant would not be able to obtain 





a building licence, but he had no 
evidence that this practice was  wide- 
spread. The present obligations of local 
authorities as regarded. interim develop- 
ment were under review in connection 
with proposed legislation from the point 
of view of preventing prejudice to future 
planning. : 


Salvage at Bombed Sites. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Home Secretary 
if any useful purpose was being served 
by allowing large numbers of building 
trades operatives to continue their activi- 
ties at the sites of bombed property after 
all useful salvage had been taken and 
the structures had been made safe, when 
their services were seriously needed in - 
connection with work essential to the 
war effort. 

Mr. H. Morrison said that local and 
other authorities concerned had been 
told that structures should be made safe, 
highways cleared of debris, useful sal- 
vage taken, and fire risks and danger to 
public health removed. Some further 
clearing up was occasionally required by 
considerations of morale. In the main 
the labour employed would not be suit- 
able for transfer to constructional work, 
but if his hon. friend was aware of any 
instances in which he thought that 
building trade operatives were being 
used on work which was unnecessary per- 
haps he would send the Home Office 
particulars. In the London Region the 
number of men engaged on debris clear- 
ance had been reduced by 63 per cent. 
from the peak figure at one time 
employed.

Lord Reith: First Hon. F.1.L.A. 

Lord Reith has been elected the first 
Honorary Fellow of the Institute of 
Landscape Architects, 
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NEW MATERIALS AND DEVELOPMENTS 
IN DESIGN 
LECTURE TO THE AAS.T.A. 


A LectuRE on the above subject was 
given by Mr. Wutam : 
A.R.LB.A., of the Building Research 
Station, at a recent. London Branch meet- 
ing of the A.A.8.T.A. Mr. Avan Suater, 
F.R.1.B.A., was in the chair. The lecture 
was @ summary of progress, at the B.R,S. 
and elsewhere, in developing the relation- 
ship of building and architecture to 
science. 

New uses for old materials, said the lec- 
turer, rather than new materials, have 
resulted from war conditions. An example 
is the economical ‘‘ stressed skin ”’ con- 
struction, occasionally used before the war, 
but now extensively used for huts, in 
which what would have been formerly 
merely the panels or partitions of a build- 
ing are developed to take the structural 
stresses, 

Pre-stressed reinforced concrete is 
another advance. Rods or wires of high- 
tensile steel are pre-tensioned while the 
concrete is poured, and only released when 
the set has taken place, so that the stress 
is partly transferred to the concrete, 
putting it into compression.. With this de- 
velopment very considerable economies of 
the steel have been shown to be feasible, 
and the resulting reinforced concrete has 
some very striking characteristics, among 
them greater freedom from cracking, even 
under considerable deflection. The de- 
velopment is limited in its application at 
the .present time, but precast beams have 
been made in this country during the war. 

**No fines’’ concrete, which is made 


with about 5 pe cent. of cement—just 


enough to bind the aggregate—and with 
no sand or fine aggregate, is a new mate- 
rial for walls which resists moisture pene- 
tration because its large voids prevent 
capillary attraction; it must be rendered 
on each face, and given a capping, but 
should need no damp-proof course to pre- 
vent rising moisture. The material has 
been successfully employed in recent 
housing in Scotland. The future of pre- 
cast. concrete probably lies in using site 
factories,. like those for the Quarry Hill 
flats at Leeds, where the whole process can 
be controlled, and units need not be rein- 
forced to stand handling nor be limited 
by transport costs. 

Plastics do not augment the supply of 
war-time structural materials, because, 
although they can take greater tensile 
stresses than wood, as yet their modulus of 


elasticity is iow and ductility poor. This 
means that plastic beams, and so on, 
would either deflect a lot: with consequent 
trouble for ceilings and floors, or be very 
deep, heavy and expensive. -When over- 
loaded, or given a sharp impact, they 
would fail without warning. Plastic 
panels—the dream ‘‘ prefabricated wall- 
ing ’’—as yet move with moisture changes 
and lose their colour and gloss when ex- 
posed to the weather. But, combined with 
wood, plastics form a new and useful struc- 
tural material in resin-bonded plywood, 
which is reasonably 7H iy and 
therefore a valuable addition to building 
products. 

Discussing some recent developments in 
design, the lecturer said :— 

Architects, in order to use what is 
known of physics in building, must also 
know something of physiology—how the 
human body reacts to heat, light and 
sound. For instance, one feels warm or 
cold largely depending on whether one’s 
surroundings are hot or cold; it is a 
balance of radiation to and from the body 
rather than the temperature of the air. 
Therefore, if you desire to have your room 
warm quent, the exposed inner wall sur- 
face should have a low thermal capacity. 
A high capacity, such as is found in a 
brick wall, will delay the warming-up of 
the room a great deal, though it would 
provide heat after the original source had 
stopped. He thought, said the lecturer, 
that on the whole we wanted heat while 
the source was on, and that a time-lag 
would only be of some real use if it came, 
say, 24 hours later, in time to do the next 
day’s warming! He instanced a winter- 
sports cabin he had used in Canada; the 
place was of heavy logs, as cold as the 
outside air to begin with. For comfort the 
air temperature was raised to about 
110 deg. F. the first day, with ice form- 
ing on the logs, which made the candles 
droop over on the tables. By the second day 
the air temperature could be dropped to, 
say, 90 deg. F., and later to normal as 
the frost was driven from the walls. One’s 
feeling of comfort did not alter. He did 
not wish to say too much about heating 
because it was under investigation at the 

resent time by the Building Research 
Btation with a view to post-war recom- 
mendations. 

The lecturer then proceeded as follows: 
The eye responds, like our other senses, 
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not arithmetically, but logarithmically, so 
that to obtain a significant improvement 
in lighting one has to about double the 
rma ee f In natural lighting, with which 

the Building Research Station is primarily 

concerned, this would mean double the 

glass area and consequently double the 

heat loss. Therefore, the Station is now 

conducting an examination into the effi- 

ciency of glazing, to see if the desirable 

improvements cannot be obtained by im- 

provements in distribution. This work, 

said the lecturer, had been speeded up to 

deal with war factory problems, and one 

result had been the development of a rapid 

and. useful drawing-board method of 

analysis for natural lighting problems—the 

daylight factor protractor—which the 

Station had, on application, provided for 

now nearly 200 architects and engineers. 

The speaker showed slides of several 

kitchen analyses which he had made as an 

illustration of how the protractors worked, ° 
but said that, of course, any method of 

analysis was only a ‘‘ means’ to an end, 

the development of principles of fenestra- 

tion. 

Daylight started, of course, as a prob- 
lem of town planning in the relationship 
of one building to another. In this con- 
nection it was interesting to note one 
significant study of the relationship be- 
tween population densities (or-usable space 
in buildings) and the heights of buildings ; 
the useful space, the amount of daylight, 
and the proportion of open space on a site 
were all rested in such a way that as 
building heights increased substantial im- 
provements could be obtained. This had 
been only imperfectly studied ‘at the 
present time, but was to receive more 
investigation. He suggested that it was a 
principle of considerable importance in the 
rehabilitation of devastated areas such as 
the City of London, because if the popula- 
tion density was assumed limited to its 
pre-war mark, increases in the height of 
city buildings could provide the extra 
space needed for wider streets, and would 
at the same time improve daylighting. The 
improvements were about limited to 10 or 
12 storeys, so far as was known. 

Sunshine problems were analogous, but 
were studied at the Station on a heliodon, 
a small, neat contrivance representing the 
relation between sun, season and place. 
He thought that the heliodon, which was 
commercially marketed, ought to be in 
every school of architecture, and in the 
offices of architects, but he knew of only 
one school where it was to be found, that 
of Columbia University, in New York. 
Some parts of the reconstruction schemes 
in the “‘ blitzed” cities were being sub- 
mitted to the Station for examinafion.

In sound insulation, the lecturer pro- 
ceeded, we have to consider again the 
logarithmic response of the ear. For 
instance, the weight of-a wall has to be 
doubled to provide a significant improve- 
ment in insulation. This is naturally 
limited when the weight of a 9-in. brick 
wall is reached, and since this provides 
inadequate insulation for many. purposes, 
some other means of improvement have to 
be found, and the principle of discontinuous 
construction is therefore ziven import- 
ance. In reality, sound insulation depends 
on whether or not you can transmit the 
bending moments induced by the flexural 
vibration of building members. They did 
not yet know for certain, said the lecturer, 
whether a wall-tie was harmful to insula- 
tion—whether it could transmit the bend- 
ing moments—but there was a possibility 
that it was harmless. Experiments were 
being made to evaluate the point, upon 
which much of the economy of the box- 
within-a-box construction depended. Slides 
of this idea applied to flats were shown, 
and the lecturer referred to the success 
which had attended the economical treat- 
ment of semi-detached houses. 

Draught stripping, he proceeded, is. a 
~ valuable adjunct to sound insulation. 
Noise will penetrate wherever there are 
free air-paths, and these spring bronze 
draught strips, now marketed in England, 
effectively stop draughts and all that goes 
with them. It is also said that they 
are of value in fire insulation, for the 
same reason. They link up with Frank 
Lloyd Wright’s point about mastics, that 
when they can be relied on, one can plan 
to much larger tolerances, assuming that 
they can be made up by these adjustable 
materials. Wright believed that would 
significantly reduce the cost of building. 
And you often get the big tolerances, 
whether you want them or not. 

The principles of siting for camouflage 
are illustrated in Wartime Building Bulle- 
tin No. 15. Buildings in a straight line 
are very hard to bomb accurately, the 


plane having to approach diagonally in 
plan, but if a curved line is used, the 
chance of a stick of bombs falling all on 
the line is also ruled out. 

The idea of wide dispersal of works is 
superseded by a rational concentration. 
Similar production lines should be related 
to each other in such a way and at such 
a distance as to be fairly invulnerable, but 
so that damaged processes can be by- 
passed by transfer to a neighbouring line. 
In heavy attack, this production lattice, 
as it is called, will provide a much higher 
output. 

The lecturer closed with a short, pointed 
discussion on the relation between science 
and design, stressing the importance of 
understanding the principles, and finding 
the nature of design in them. He had 
once heard Professor Bernal make a 
remark to the effect that only those 
trained in scientific principles were in a 
position to improvise. This was a point 
of immense importance when, a new archi- 
tecture was being made, and when, in 
practice after the war, innovation might be 
essential. So far as the practising archi- 
tect was concerned, he had not been 
trained in this way, and this put an extra 
burden on the research worker, trying to 
reach him with new material. For the 
student it was important to grasp prin- 
ciples, because that way the structure and 
meaning of the course would be clearer 
and much of the present detail could be 
severely and desirably pruned as. super- 
fluous. This would also reduce the teach- 
ing load, a matter of great importance at 
present and in the training of demobilised 
men. 

The lecturer said he felt that only in 
the successful use of the principles would 
architects to-day find their way to the 
founding of sound modern architecture. 

A stream of questions, covering every 
thing from soil stabilisation to how to 
make a rendering, ended only because it 
was too late to continue. 
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THE LONDON SOCIETY 
ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


THe Prestpent (Lorp EsHer) took the 
chair at the annual meeting of the London 
Society, held, by permission of the. L.C.C., 
at St. Martin’s School of Art, . Charing 
Cross-road, W.C.2, on Monday afternoon. 

In moving the adoption of the report 
and accounts, the CHAIRMAN stated that 
he, together with Mr. -W. T. Creswern 
and Miss E. Jerrries Davis, had that 
morning, by invitation of the Royal 
Academy, seen the R.A. plan for. the 
reconstruction of London. They had been 
asked to view the plan in order to. see if 
the scheme was likely to destroy, any 
buildings of architectural merit. Speak- 
ing on reconstruction generally, he said 
that the Government had thrown a brick 
into the works by dismissing Lord Reith 
from his post as Minister of Works. Lord 
Reith had spent nearly two years in learn- 
ing his job, and_he had now been replaced 
by Lord Portal, whe would: doubtless 
take the same time. 

“Other matters referred to by the Presi- 
dent were the National Buildings Record, 
which was doing work of permanent value ; 
railings—in which connection he thought 
that the Government’s system of allowing 
appeals to be made to the Ministry of 
Works had resulted in most of the good 
railings being saved; and -the City 
Churches Society. - In this last connection 
the question to be decided was whether or 
no every damaged church should be re- 
built. It was probable (he said) that the 
view would be adopted that they would 
rebuild the slightly damaged examples, but 
that the Commissioners would probably 
reserve the right to sell the sites. of the 
badly damaged ones. A reference was 
also. made to the Central Council of 
Civic Societies, of which a meeting was 


proposed to be held, probably in a pro- 


vincial city. The Chairman concluded by 
paying a tribute to the wonderful work of 
Miss L. G. Crum, the Secretarv, whose 


‘absence due to illness all regretted. 


Mr. W. R. DavipGe, who seconded the 
adoption of the report and accounts, said 
that he hoped there might be opportunity 
for the Society to meet to discuss points 
arising from the many plans being pre- 
pared for London replanning. 

The re-election of the officers- and 
Council was agreed to, on the proposition 
of Miss Jerrries Davis, seconded by Miss 
E. Bricut AsHrorp. Mr. W. T. Cres- 
weLL, K.C., proposed thanks to the 
L.C.C. for the use of the premises.

receive in a completely non-productive 
week an additional payment for anything 
up to 12 hours. What about the local 
operative who gets only the guarantee 
payment? 

My suggestions on working’ hours, etc., 
were made with the civil engineering 
industry in mind as well as the building 
industry. Contractors and operatives in 
both industries are tending to become 
more and more interchangeable. 

The whole point is that what. the 
industries require is complete co-ordina- 
tion, not “‘islands’’ of Uniformity Agree- 
ment and Scheduled Sites (E.W.0.), but 
real uniformity on conditions and pay 
throughout the country—all construction 
work being of national importance. Mr. 
Coppock himself, in a recent broadcast, 
insisted on the need for a guaranteed 
week for all building trade personnel. 
Why not put this into operation now?

We regret to record that Mr. Kenneth

William L. Grant. 

Mr. William Leonard Grant, whose 
death at Sittingbourne at the age of 91 is 
recorded, was appointed Surveyor to the 
Sittingbourne Council in 1875, a post he 
held until 1923 with a break of only a 
few months in 1914 when he “ retired ”’ 
in favour of his son. He had earlier been 
associated with the late Henry Weaver, 
architect, of Devizes, then Wilts County 
Surveyor. 


John Taylor, L.R.1.B.A. 

Mr. John Taylor, L.R.I.B.A., whose 
death is reported from Bo’ness in_ his 
58th year, was articled in the office of Mr. 
James Thomas, of that tewn, with whom 
and Mr. Steele he later joined in partner- 
ship. Together they carried out several 
municipal and county housing schemes. Mr. 
Taylor, who-was a member of the Society 
of. Architects and became L.R.I.B.A. in 
1926, was architect to the Bo'ness 
Co-operative Society, Ltd. 


James G. Callander, L.R.1.B.A. 

The death is reported of Mr. James 
Garvin Callander, L.R.I.B.A., of Falkirk. 
Mr. Callander, who was 60, was articled 
to the late Alexander Cauld, whose practice 
he took over some 30 years ago. He 
designed the Falkirk and Counties Savings 
Bank, the Co-operative Store, much 
housing and flat work, and, in Glasgow, a 
factory for Messrs. Barr. He also designed 
the Falkirk Football Club’s grandstand. 
He was elected L.R.I.B.A. in 1932. 


J. C. Stuart. 

The death has occurred in New York of 
Mr. James C. Stuart, whose father, James 
Stuart; was entrusted with the building of 
Balmoral Castle and also erected many of 
the lighthouses around Scotland, in con- 
junction with Mr: Thomas Stevenson, 
C.E., the father of “‘R. L. S.’’ It is 100 
years ago since he was sent by Queen 
Victoria to erect the Houses of Parliament 
at Ottawa, and the Chateau Frontenac at 
Quebec, after which he founded the busi- 
ness of James Stuart and Co., which is 
well known in America and -Canada. 

It was James C. Stuart who devised for 
the Admiralty the submarine net: used in 
1914-1918. - Buildings erected in America 
include Westinghouse Electric Works 
and Carnegie’s steel mills at Pittsburg, 
the New York Central Railway, the Wall- 
street Tower,. the Federal Court in New 
York, the Inter State Commerce Commis- 
sion and the Chamber of Commerce in 
Washington. In Britain he reconstructed 
the tunnels under the Mersey River and 
built a considerable part of the London 
Underground Railway system, the Clyde 
Valley Electric Works, the Midland Hotel 
at Manchester, and the Savoy Hotel, 
London.

SYSTEMS 


PREVENTION OF FUEL WASTE. 


ARISING: out of a statement on this 
subject by. the Fuel Efficiency Committee 
of the Mines Department, published in our 
issue for February 27, we received the 
following letter from a correspondent :— 

I note that you state that in accordance 
with the Memorandum on Prevention of 
Waste in Domestic Hot-Water Systems, 
issued by the Fuel Efficiency Committee, 
up to two tons of fuel per annum are 
wasted by the smallest installation con- 
sisting of a 25-gallon hot-water tank and 
small domestic boiler purely through 
radiation from piping and tank alone. 

This seems to me to be an absurd figure, 
and, speaking from experience, having had 
in my private house an installation of this 
type which has been in use for the last 
twelve years, and at one period was kept 
going night and day for four years con- 
tinuously, and now runs a small radiator 
in addition to the hot-water service, my 
fuel consumption, including all hot water 
required for a family of three, supplying 
on an average at least one bath per night, 


-has never exceeded lcwt. of Welsh nuts 


per week, or 2 tons 12 cwt. per year. 

Actually, the consumption figure for the 
whole year must be below this, as the 
lewt. per week is the maximum for the 
mid-winter period. I should be interested 
to know how the figure is arrived at. 


The official reply is as follows :— 


The figure of two tons of fuel per annum” 


which is quoted as being wasted by dissi- 
pation from the system is based on main- 
taining a continuous service throughout 
the whole year. Your correspondent is 
perfectly correct in drawing attention to 
this point, and it might have been better 
if this basis of calculation had been men- 
tioned when submitting the text to you 
for publication. The explanation of your 
correspondent’s figures of his annual con- 
sumption is accounted for by the relatively 
restricted service which he maintains in 
comparison with a plant operating 
throughout the year.

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TECHNICIANS AND 
OPERATIVES 


A.AS.T.A. MEETING WITH T.U. 
DELEGATES. 


Asout seventy persons, consisting 
mainly of delegates from various trade 
unions, assembled on March 14 at 
Conway Hall, Red Lion-square, W.C.1. 
‘The meeting was called by the Associa- 
tion of Architects, Surveyors and Tech- 
nical Assistants, whose Acting Secre- 
tary, Mrs. Penn, was in the chair. 

In opening the proceedings, ‘the 
CHAIRMAN said representatives of 
various trade unions had met to seek 
what part they could play in giving a 
lead ‘to the building industry. Two 
objects were before the meeting, the 
first being to find in what way. tech- 
nicians and operatives could come to 
the assistance of each other, and the 
second being to formulate suggestions 
for machinery to carry out this 
purpose. 

Mr. E. Bryan (District Organiser’ of 
the Amalgamated Union of Building 
Trade Workers) said this was the first 
time in the history of the industry that 
technicians and operatives had met to- 
gether to discuss common problems. Where 
operatives had met technicians on con- 
tracts the operatives had found the tech- 
nicians helpful, and this’ was especially 
the case with clerks of works. A lot of 
building up and pulling down again that 
had taken place in the past could have 
been: avoided if operatives and technicians 
had consulted together. When he had met 
technicians he had found that they ac- 
cepted practical suggestions and explored 
possibilities, while the operative, consult- 
ing with the technician, got a truer view 
of the industry as a whole than if he knew 
only his. own section. Sub-division of 
labour and the introduction of specialist 
methods and synthetic materials were 
revolutionising the industry. Craftsman- 
ship was being abolished. During and 
after the war the A.A.S.T.A. and the 
N.F.B.T.O. could help each other. 

Mr. KennetH CAMPBELL said the present 
meeting was a landmark in building his- 
tory. Lack of co-operation between tech- 
nician and operative had been partly the 
result of professional pride and partly 
that of economic circumstances. It was 
only since the close of the Middle Ages 
that the separate profession of architect 
had arisen, and even so late as Wren, that 
great. master had left a great deal of de- 
signing work to men on the job. It was 
only when industrialism came that we got 
the man in the office drawing down every 
detail of the job regardless of the fact 
that quite often he was not really capable 
of doing so. It was a fantastic position, 
but inevitable, owing to the growing com- 
plexity of building construction. Central 
design and central control were essential 
and would continue, but the present 
period of transition was a difficult one, 
with men following old:crafts working 
side by side with other men using new 
methods. It added another cause of fric- 
tion to that arising from the difference 
between the man with the drawing-board 
and the man on the job. It was necessary 
to get one voice for all men engaged in 
building. The war was hastening the 
progress of new methods such as pre- 


fabrication, and the further-consequential — 


speeding up increased the stresses and 
strains inside the industry. One thing 
which the war had brought—+.e., bonus 
rates and payment. by results—was some- 
thing against. which builders had fought 
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for a hundred years. There was.need for 
co-operation between technician and opera- 
tive in these matters. The Essential 
Works Order was difficult to operate, but 
the technician could make things easier 
for the man on the job. Where bonus 
rates were set they must be set for general 
types, and’ by the method by which he 
prepared his drawings the technician could 
make it easy or difficult for the bonus rate 
to be apphed. If collaboration and co- 
operation took place on the job before 
things were carried out, and the techni- 
cian. was present at the preliminary dis- 
cussions, he could make an extremely 
valuable contribution. Besides operating 
bonus rates, there was a necessity for 
establishing decent conditions and stan- 
dards for workmen. In the past the tech- 
nician had stood on one side during dis- 
putes and left the operative to struggle 
alone for better conditions. 

Mr. V. T. Sutston (Secretary, London 
Regional Council, N.F.B.T.0.) asked 
whether it was going to be good for 
operatives to associate with the A.A.S.T.A. 
There were a number of problems. A first 
question was—How was it possible for the 
A.A.S.T.A. to associate itself with the 
joint agreement arrived at by the building 
industry? The architects and surveyors 
who employed most of the members of the 
A.A.8.T.A. had not signed that. agree- 
ment. It would be a great advantage if 
they could be brought in and the circle 
for negotiation made wider. This was the 
first time in his experience that the man 
in the office had felt himself to have some- 
thing in common with the man on the job. 
They must go forward in that spirit. 

A number of,other speakers qbjected to 


bonus rates and payment by results, and 


expressed the hope that the system would 
be brought to an end with the war.

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THE NEW PATENTS AND 
DESIGNS ACT, [942 


Tue Patents and’ Designs Act, 1942, just 
, alters in important matters 
various provisions of former Acts, _ 


Patent Law International. 

Patent law is different from other law 
in that if protection of an invention, de- 
sign or trade mark is obtainable in any 
one country, such country being what is 
known as a Convention country, identical 
protection is given in every one of the 
other countries. 

As regards this country, if application 
for a patent has beem made in a Con- 
vention country, priority as regards an 
application is given as regards a patent 
in this country, but for this to have effect 
application must be made in this country 
within twelve months after the date of 
application in the particular foreign 
country. This 1942 Act now gives power 
to the Board of Trade to extend this 12 
months’ period of grace, and this provision 
has arisen really through the necessity of 
imparting secret inventions to an Ally, 
the position being that the patent should 
be protected in the country receiving the 
information as in the country of origin. 


Life of a Patent in United Kingdom. 

Ordinarily a patent remains alive for 
sixteen years (subject, of course, to the 
necessary renewal fees being paid), but an 
extension can be obtained by court appli- 
cation for a further five years, or in ex- 
ceptional cases ten years, or otherwise 
a@ new patent may be granted for such 
term as the court may order with any re- 
strictions, conditions and provisions as the 
court may think fit. 

By this extension provision it must be 

shown that the patentee has been inade- 
quately remunerated by his patent, and 
the court must have regard to the nature 
and merits of the invention in relation to 
the public, to,the profits made by the 
patentee as such, and to all the circum- 
stances of the case. 
‘ Furthermore, if through this country 
being at war, -the patentee as such has 
suffered loss or damage, including loss of 
opportunity of dealing in or developing 
his inventiom owing to having been. en- 
gaged in work of national importance, an 
extension can be granted (application 
merely by originating summons; this 
meamng a summons on a non-contentious 
matter) and the court in considering the 
matter need have regard only to the loss 
or damage suffered in this way by the 
patentee. 

For any extension to be considered, 
however, application must be made at 
least six months before the expiration date 
of the patent, or if the court so permits, 
to such time—not later than the expiration 
date, however—as the court thinks fit. 

This new Act now gives power to the 
court to allow an aplication—under the 
state of war rule—to be made even after 
the expiration date, if ‘the court is satis- 
fied that the patentee has been prevented 
from applying by being on active service, 
or by other circumstances arising through 
the state of war. An extension can be 
given, notwithstanding any previous ex- 
tension, or any new patent granted, and 
notwithstanding that any previous order 
has been granted under the rules not re- 
lating to the state of war provisions; pre- 
viously only one extension was allowable. 
It is important to note, moreover, that the 
limits of extension explained above (i.e., 
5 years or 10 years (conditionally), or new 
patent) will not apply, but instead an 
extension may be anything up to ten 
years, at the court’s discretion, and this 
applies in relation to the grant of a new 
patent as to an extension. 
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As regards. patents limited to expire 
after September 3, i939, and before 
August 26, 1942, application can be made 
any time before t date, or at the 
court’s discretion’ at any. subsequent date, 
if the court is of opinion that delay in 
applying is due to war circumstances. * 


Government and Patented Articles. 

Under patents law normally, the Govern- 
ment may use a patent or design on 
agreed terms, but no Government Depart- 
ment can sell any patented article made 
under that right, unless it is no longer 
required for the services of the State 
By this new measure, power is given 
Government Departments to sell any 
article, this really being a. power to cover 
Government Departments who have during 
the war imported patented articles and 
resold (e.g., Ministry of Food). This pro- 
vision ig retrospective to September 3, 
1939. 


ELECTRICAL CONTRACTS 


N.J.1.C. AGREEMENT. 

Tue National Joint Industrial Council 
for the Electrical Contracting Industry, in 
a. Memorandum of Agreement, details a 
temporary relaxation of existing customs 
‘in. the contracting industry to meet war 
conditions. It is mutually agreed that in 
view of .the shortage of skilled electricians 
any firm unable to obtain the necessary 
supply of skilled: electricians shall, under 
conditions, be permitted to employ men 
of other classes or women on electricians’ 
work or to assist on such work: {a) 
Workers, other than those normally en- 
gaged on the work in question; (b) semi- 
skilled or unskilled workers (male or 
female) to assist with, or carry out, work 
normally done by skilled men. 

A minimum age for entry of 18 for women 
has been established and also rates of pay. 
Adult women workers shall serve a pro- 
bationary period of six months, during 
which they shall be paid 90 per cent. of 
the men’s rate, and thereafter women who 
are able to carry out the same work as 
the men they replace without additional 
supervision or assistance shall be paid the 
hourly wage rates fixed for the men of the 
same grade. Where women under 21 years 
of age are employed they shall receive 
rates of pay in accordance with the fol- 
lowing ‘scale : Age 18-19, 10$d. per hour; 
age 19-20, 103d. per, hour; age 20-21, 
114d. per hour. 


BUILDER’S GENEROUS GIFT 


Messrs.: Jonn Mow.em:anp Co.,. Lrp., 
have donated the cost of an emergency 
food van to the Ford Emergency Food 
Vans Trust. The van will form part of 
the fleet of nearly 450 F.E.V.s stationed 
at key points of the country, so'that in 
the event of further bombing it. will be 
possible to serve hot meals to the raid 
victims in any. part of the country imme- 
diately the raid is over.

This fleet of vehicles owes its inception 
to the generous gift of Mr. Henry Ford 
and his son; Mr. Edsel Ford. When Mr. 
Ford heard from Lord Perry, Chairman of 
Ford Motor Company, Ltd., of the urgent 
need for some -means of getting hot 
nourishing food to the homeless victims 
of bombing, he immediately cabled his 
willingness to pay. for the initial fleet. 

The vans are now being used for trans- 
porting hot meals to agricultural workers, 
dockers, demolition workers and to small 
factories where proper cantéens are not 
available and to schools and to outlying 
districts where it is uneconomic to estab- 
lish communal feeding centres.
